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301. 01 DEFI NI TI ONS.

For the purposes of this Ordinance, the follow ng terns,
phrases, words, and their derivations shall have the neaning
gi ven herein.

(a) Yard Sale shall nmean and include all general sales,
open to the public, conducted fromor on a residential premse in
any zone, as defined by the zoning ordinance, for the purpose of
di sposi ng of personal property including, but not limted to, al
sales entitled "garage," "lawn," "yard," "attic," "porch,"
"room" "auction," "backyard," "patio," "flea market," or
"runmage" sale. This definition shall not include a situation
where no nore than two (2) specific itens are held out for sale
and all advertisenents of such sale specifically nanmes those
itens to be sold.

(b) Personal Property shall nean property which is owned,
utilized and mai ntai ned by an individual or nenbers of his or her
resi dence and acquired in the normal course of living in or
mai ntai ning a residence. It does not include merchandi se which
was purchased for resal e or obtained on consignnment.
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301. 02 PROPERTY PERM TTED TO BE SOLD

It shall be unlawful for any individual to sell or offer for
sal e, under authority granted by this O dinance, property other
t han personal property.

301. 03 PERM TTED NUMBER OF YARD SALES PER YEAR

It shall be unlawful for any residents and/or famly
househol d to conduct nore than two (2) yard sales during any one
(1) calendar year. |If nenbers of nore than one residence and/or
famly household join in the operation of a garage sale, it shal
be considered as a garage sale for each and all such residences
and/ or fam |y househol ds.

301. 04 HOURS OF OPERATI ON.

Such yard sales shall be [imted in tinme to no nore than the
dayl i ght hours of two (2) consecutive days.

301. 05 DI SPLAY OF SALE PROPERTY.

Personal property offered for sale nmay be displayed within
the residence, porch, in a garage, carport, and/or in any yard,
but shall not be permitted within the public right of way.

301. 06 ADVERTI SI NG Sl G\S.

(a) Signs Permtted. Only the follow ng specified signs
may be displayed in relation to a pending yard sal e:

(1) Two (2) Signs Permtted. Two (2) signs of not
nmore than four (4) square feet each shall be
permtted to be displayed on the property of the
resi dence where the yard sale is being conducted.

(2) Directional Signs. Two (2) signs of not nore than
two (2) square feet each are permtted, provided
that the prem ses upon which the yard sale is
conducted is not on a major thoroughfare, and
witten permssion to erect such signs is received
fromthe property owners upon whose property such
signs are to be placed.

(b) Tinme Limtations. No sign or other form of
advertisement shall be exhibited for nore than twelve (12) hours
prior to the commencenent of such a sale.

(c) Renoval of Signs. Signs must be renoved i mredi ately
upon the concl usion of the sale.



ARTI CLE 301 3

301. 07 PUBLI C NUI SANCE

| ndi vi dual s conducting a yard sale and the owner or tenant
of the prem ses on which such sale or activity is conducted shal
be jointly and severally responsi ble for the mai ntenance of good
order and decorumon the prem ses during all hours of such sale
or activity. No such individual shall permt any |oud or
boi st erous conduct on said prem ses. Al such individuals shal
obey the reasonabl e orders of any nenber of the police or fire
departnents of the City of Bethlehem in order to maintain the
public health, safety and wel fare.

301. 08 | NSPECTI ON - ARREST AUTHORI TY OF | NSPECTOR.

The Zoning O ficer, a police officer or any other official
designated by the Zoning Oficer, shall have the right of entry
upon any prem ses show ng evidence of a yard sale, for the
pur pose of enforcenent of this O di nance and shall make
i nspections to enforce the sane and shall have the right to issue
citations for violations of this Odinance.

301. 09 PARKI NG

Al'l parking of vehicles shall be conducted in conpliance
with all applicable |aws and ordi nances. Further, the police
departnent may enforce such tenporary controls to alleviate any
speci al hazards and/or congestion created by any yard sale.

301. 10 PERSONS EXEMPTED FROM ORDI NANCE

The provisions of this Odinance shall not apply to or
affect the follow ng:

(a) Persons selling goods pursuant to an order or process
of Court of conpetent jurisdiction.

(b) Persons acting in accordance with their powers or
duties as public officials.

(c) Any sale conducted by any nerchant or nercantile or
ot her business establishnment, firmor at a place of business
wherein such sale would be permtted by the zoning regul ati ons of
the Gty of Bethlehemor under the protection of the
nonconf orm ng use section thereof or any other sale conducted by
a manufacturer, dealer or vendor, and which sale would be
conducted from properly zoned prem ses and not otherw se
prohi bited in other ordinances.
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(d) Persons acting in accordance with their
responsibilities as court-appoi nted decedents' personal
representatives.

(e) Any bona fide charitable, eleenosynary, educational,
cultural or governmental institution, or organization when the
proceeds fromthe sale are used directly for the institution or
organi zation's charitabl e purposes and the goods or articles are
not sold on a consignnent basis.

301. 11 SEVERABI LI TY.

| f any court of conpetent jurisdiction declares any
provision to be unconstitutional or invalid, that decision shal
only affect the provision so declared. The declaration shall not
affect any other portion of this Odinance, or the Article as a
whol e.

301. 99 PENALTY.

Any person who violates any provision of this Article shal
be subject to the follow ng penalties:

(a) First Violation - A fine of $100.00, or thirty days
i npri sonnment, or both;

(b) Second Violation - A fine of $300.00, or sixty days
i nprisonnment, or both;

(c) Third and each subsequent violation - A fine of
$600. 00, or ninety days inprisonnent, or both.
